Civic Center Master Plan Update 

 

Since the Parks & Recreation Commission’s last meeting in June, a focus group was held on June 26. 
During this meeting, participants explored site planning opportunities for the new Community 
Center including an overall look at the long-range plan for Civic Center site. The small groups 
participated in charrette style exercises using City Council established site scenarios.

A continental breakfast was served before campers 
packed up and left the following day.  Many of the participants noted that this was their very first 
camping experience and for some it was also their first visit to Redwood Grove.
